Vvlicn ^Yritillg on this Biibjoct, the 
other dav, wo little imayinod that tiii' 
sh.'iin was su near it (leiiotiomoiif. 
Those who have rend the corrcKpond- 
encQ must feel that our suspieious 
Avere uot groundl(!KS, that our worst 
appreLensions have been fully realized. 
It will be observed that ilr. DeCJosiiios 
took sixteen days to concoet an an- 
swer to Mr. Robertsou'tj note aslcini;- 
for an immediate reply. And such an 
answer! The couBummate cuohiosw of 
the "allow uio to say that, so fak as 
I AM AWARE, the matter is still uiuler 
consideration." And then, the cuck- 
nnd-a-buU story about what oue I\Iin- 
ister said to another. Looking at all 
ho circumstances, the most reason- 
able conclusion seems to bo that Mr. 
DeCosmos was altogether too much 
occupied with his own little schemes 
of injecting himself into the Cabinet, 
that he had neither time nor attention 
to bestow upon such a trivial matter as 
the dry dock. It will-be observed that 
he evades Mr. Bobertson's question al- 
together. The only part of this misur- 
able business that sui-prises us is the 
extremely transparent and unplausible 
character of the excuse offered. Tlit' 
sham scheme with which a majority of 
the Assembly were caught was plaus- 
ible. But the excuse now offered by 
the Premier for having- done nothing, 
attempted nothing, has not even 
plausibility to recommend it. Perhaps 
it is better so, as it will ho less likely 
to mislead anybody. AVell, what next ? 
Is the dock scheme to have yucdi an 
ending ? To say nothing at all about 
the necessity for the dock, arc wo to 
lose all the advantages of that item iu 
the Terms of Union V Is the money al- 
ready expended in making borings, 
plans, &c., to be considered so much 
thrown away ? It would seem (dear 
enough that there is nothing to be 
hoped for in this connection at the 
hands of the present Government. 
They have neither the energy nor the 
ability to conceive, much less carry 
out any practical dock scheme. Their 
forte is concocting bogus schemes with 
which to purchase temporary popular- 
ity and postpone the evU day. But 
that day is sure to come.

Meanwhile, what is to bo done! Is tlio 
country to wait with its linger in its 
mouth till "the next meeting of tlie 
Legislative Assembly," only to ho 
told what every sensible person must 
know already, must have known all 
along, m., that the Dominion Ci overn- 
ment declines to undertake tho dock 
as a Federal work ? That was known 
and stated just as distinctly last ses- 
sion as it can be next; but it suited the 
purposes of the Ministry to make some 
people believe otherwise, and they were 
only too successful. Let us hnpi 
this game is played out now, and th:it 
we shall have no more of it. Surely 
the subject is too important to ho fuiy 
longer the mere plaything of political 
tricksters. Tho bearing of this dock 
question upon some others is rather 
more serious than some may realize or 
than wo feci at liberty te explain just 
ntjw; and wo would warn the pid)li(; 
of the danger of the do-nothing policy 
of the past, and the worse than tU>-no- 
thing policy of the present administra- 
tion. The peoi)lc should take a linn 
stand and convince these tricksters 
that their game is up.

Indians to Build the Rail- 

■ ' "■iva.y. 

A geiiHonmu lias moiiionilizeil tlio Cana- 
ilian Govin'unu'ut, on tin; subject of om- 
ploying Iiuliiu; labor in tho coustriiction 
•of tlio Canadiiui Paottio Railway, whicli, 
he says, will cost 30 per cout. iosa thau 
any other labor. ' In the course of his me- 
inoriai ho dovolops some rather novel 
iiloas on tlio Tiulian question. Their peru- 
sal -ivill provolco a suiila from anyone at 
nil a(;([uainte(l with Indian character nud 
habits:— 

"Your memorialist's plan isjto clear tho 
line at least one acre wide and to clear a 
gre^ater wheri) tho railway will be in 
dahgor from largo trees that the hurri- 
cane will bring' down upon tbo road atnny 
f uturt; time, and that tho lii'st _v(>ar after 
clearing Iho scjuaw ;i iiroi-idml with gar- 
den seeds to sou lh(> chjiii-iiii; foi' tboirown 
pro'Qt, and to be wi:ll paid lui- thoir labor 
in olearing the land. The great beuolit 
that would be derived from suoh would bo 
their immediately being taught to clear 
land for tlicnisclvi's. 

"Your uHnuorialist' thinks that hu- 
manity is greatly mdelitcd to Gi'iioral 
Grant for his I'xertious to do justice to 
nil the dill'erent tribes of Indians with 
in the bounds of the United States, but 
he greatly fears that from the bar- 
barous treatment of the ludiiins in 
davs gone by, the disease is too elironio 
and di'L'p se^ittul to be eradicaKul. and he 
fears that the dcst i-iu'tioii of the bulfalo, 
and the extenninatiDn (if tlie poor Indian 
will be the rosiilt of tho perlidy of tho 
vrhite.,man. lint iuay God grant it may bo 
otherwiae. ^ 

"Your memorialist prays that your hon- 
orable body may i)ass suoh an act as will 
protect the bullalo, and all oiIkm' gamo 
from wanton ilestrucrlion, and thereby 
protect the interests of the natives, and 
that any encouragement that canVe legal- 
ly extended to tho natives should bo in- 
uluded'ih the same act." 

N. P. R.\trj!OAii.— rhe choice rf Taco- 
nia as tlie tei-iiiiiius in the West of the 
Northern Tai'llic itnilroad -will set tho 
minds of many hundrodsut rest. For three 
or four years p;ist tho people of Pnget 
Sound have been kept in a feverish Rtate 
of expeothncy with respect to the resting- 
place of thfl road; Olynipia, Steilaeooui, 
^5eattle. Whidby Island, Port Townsoud, 
Uellingham Bay and Semiahmoo have all 
been named as the terminus; and at all of 
these places, whilst tlio fever lasted, land 
advanced to very lii'j;li lignres, only to 
fall again when some oHier place became 
in its turn a centra of at raotion. We are 
glad the uncertainty is o er for the pre- 
sent. Wo say for uk, (..osent, because no 
one in his senses can imagine for a mo- 
ment that tlio road will not ultimatoly bo 
brought as far down the Sound as pos- 
sible. There are so many good harbors 
between Taeoma and the Strait of San 
Jiran, any or all of which may be made 
available for shipping as population and 
traffio increase, th it the idea of stopping 
the volume of trade at Taeoma seems as 
absurd as it would be to attempt to beat 
baok the waters of the ocean with a 
broord. 



Thb.Geoeoe, S. WmptHT.— By the arriv- 
al of tii'o Otter we have a fresh crop of 
rumors about the unfortunate people who 
are supjioaed to liavo perished in tho 
Georgo S. Wright. One report states 
that two nintilatod bodies have been 
found; another report increases the num- 
ber to six. The stories are very vague — 
as vaguo as those sent down last Spring, 
which chargsd the Indians with eating 
the bodies of some of the wrecked people 
and holding a laily and two white men 
in captivity. Ever sin;.'0 tho visit of tlie 
warships Lincoln and Peterel to the scene 
of the wreck we have believed that all on 
board the ste>imer went down with her; 
and the frequent revival of shocking and 
baseless rumors concerning their fate 
only adds to the unluippiuess of the friends 
of the loat ones.

Thompson Biveii, July Od, 1873, 
It is not often that any of tho sot holi- 
days arc celebrated in this section of coun- 
try as they are in.yiotoria und otiier parts 
of the Province by acoraplete suspension 
of business. To Mr. Henry Ingram of 
Grand Prairie i., duo tho credit of being 
the lirst in tho Thompson Valley to cele- 
brate in a public manner tho uat^l day 
of our young Dominion. Our out door 
amusements are to a certain extent limit- 
ed ; it is true we havo one ot the finest 
shoots of water in tho Province; but wo 
have neither the wealth nor leisure to in- 
dulge in yachts or pleasure boats. As 
this is a stock-raising (country our princi- 
pal ainiisoiaont is iiorse racing. Lota 
dozen men got tog(,>ther and no matter 
what topic may be .started, whether local 
polities, tho probable route of the railway, 
or the ministerial crisis in France, before 
they separate tho conversation will turn 
to the value of three year old steers, and 
the relative speed uf ".-Vrkansas" and the 
latt:st Oregon importations. 

(iraiiii Prairie is fifteen miles from 
Duck's, nearly duo south. It is not, ua 
its name indicates, a very extensive prai- 
rie; it is about live mile.i long and from a 
hiilf to a mile in width, with a good stream 
of W'iter running thro' tho eenlro. It is 
a very i)rettyspot, being surrounded by 
mountains from oiU! to LlOOUft fei.'t. Wlieiil 
cannot bo raised as successfully as ou 
the Thompson owin;^' to late f i osls ; the al- 
titude is not groat, I IDO feet, about OUO feoL 
higher thau tue Tliomp.son. But as a 
stock range Granil Prairie is said to be 
one of the thiest in the country. It is 
well sheltered, tho .mow seldom lies over 
eight imdies ileei> ami only for a tew 
weeks. It disaiipears long before it com- 
mences to molt in the T'liompson and 
Okanivgan X'alleys. There are two ranches 
on the prairio, :\li Ingram, whohas been 
there forsevi ial yeiu-s and Messr.i. Prin- 
,;.;leaud K'iikp.itrick.v.h.j lucated hist fall, 
riiey oviilentlv h,i\c not been idle,asthey 
have about sixty acres fencoil ami a con- 
siderable portion of it under cultivation. 
Mr. Kii-kpairicU's father and sister lately 
arrived fiom one of the eastern provinces 
and inteua settling here. The latter will, 
no doubt, soon make some of our farmers, 
homes happy with her bright and cheer- 
ful jiresence. In tr.ivelliiig tliro' the coun- 
try one can't lielj) liiit be struck by the 
one great want of the farmer, viz: suita- 
ble helpmates. Tlie bacliclorH now s.ay 
that since the "Woman's Eights Bill" 
Clime in force they are afraid to get mar- 
rit;d. If that is really true I pity our re- 
presentatives; with tlio ladies once opjioa- 
cd to thorn they m.iy lind when election 
time rolls round that their inlluence is 
not to be despised and that they will ob- 
jtcf to any legislation that lesspus their 
chance of being a^kod to change their 
names and honie-i.
